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POLITICAL (DOMESTIC.) 


The Agra Akhbdr of the 39th August has an article on the 
periodical tours of district and other officers in India. It has 
often been remarked that the chief object of these tours is 
seldom or ever attained. They do not result, as they are 
expected to do, in a more intimate acquaintance between the 
rulers and the ruled, or in a satisfactory redress of the griev- 
ances and complaints of the people. On the other hand they 
lead to much tyranny and oppression. The writer deems it 
unnecessary to recapitulate the nature of those acts of oppres- 
sion which invariably result from the tour of Magistrates and 
Commissioners, and other Government officials, but as an im- 
stance in proof of the truth of his assertion he would cite the 
arrangements made at Dacca on the recent occasion of the 
Viceroy’s visit to that city. He would particularly refer to the 
notice issued by the Magistrate of Dacca on the occasion. 
Section 2 of the notice provided that no person would be autho- 
rized to submit his petition to the Viceroy except through the 
Commissioner or the Collector ; Section 3 prohibited the people 
from frequenting particular places mentioned in the notice ; 
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Section 4-prevented hackney carriages from travelling on. the 

road by which the Viceroy was to pass on the 5th and 6th 
August; and Section 6 threatened punishment to any one who 
crossed the Sadr Gh&t on the 8th and 9thidem. It is obvions 
that all these restraints amount to grievances for which the 
public have just cause for complaint. 


The Almora Akhbdr of the. 1st: September. thinks that 
an order should be passed by the Board of Revenue, by which 
every person whose land may be. cutaway by a river to any 
extent may be entitled to an exemption from the Government 
jama in proportion to the quantity of the land destroyed. 
Under the existing rules sueh an exemption is made only 
when such destruction affects more than a tenth part of the 
total area of the village. Sucha rule is unjust and causes 
much loss to the cultivators, especially in a year like the 
present, when portions of numerous pattis have been washed 
away by the heavy rains and floods. 


The same paper condemns the habit adopted by some 
officers of borrowing conveyances, such as elephants, &o., from 
the Rajas, Nawabs, or other rich men of their districts, and 
using them sometimes for months together. It is not unnatural 
to expect that officers will ‘show partiality to those to whom 
they are thus placed under an obligation. |

| A correspondent of the Anwdr-ul- Akhbér of the same date 
states that having occasion to go to the Court of the Extra 
Assistant Commissioner of Barabanki recently, he saw there 
some villagers lying in a very miserable condition under the 
trees. On inquiry he was told that they numbered some 40 
persons, who had been summoned in a ease, and had been 
compelled to draw up recognizances., for personal. attendance, 
and that they had daily to come from their. houses, which were 
four or five kos from the Court, early, in the. morning, and to 


go back in the evening hungry and tired, after remaining in 
attendance at the Court the whole day.. This was the result of 


the Extra Assi stant Commissioner not fixing a. date for the 
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hearing of the case. The unfortunate men were heard to say 
that imprisonment would be preferable to the serious inconve- 
nicnce to which they were subjected: They had to neglect their 
daily work, and they and their families had to starve in con- 


sequence. me Oh er ome | 

The Deputy Commissioner is invited to see to this. 

The Ab-i-Haydt-i-Hind of the same date finds fault with 
the decision passed in the case of the disptite which recently 
tock place in Mauza Farra, Pargana Mustafabad, in the Main- 
puri district, between the Sardogis of that place and the ser- 
vants of the Rani of Kotla. ‘The particulars of the dispute 
were these. In the said mauza there is'a temple of the Sa- 
rhogis which has its outer door towards the north. The 
Saréogis broke open a new door in the wall of the temple 
towards the eastern’ side, which isin the sole possession of the 
Kani, and where her conveyances are kept. The Rani’s ser- 
vants who were at the place, after having in vain remonstrated 
with the baniyas on the impropriety of their conduct, went to 
Kotla to report the matter to their mistress. The latter imme- 
diately deputed Shaikh Muhammad Ali, Lala Bansidhar, and 
Randhir Singh, her agents, to expostulate with the aggressors 
and ask them to shut up the door. The Saraogis consented 
and promised to close the door, on which the agents returned 
to Kotla, and the dispute was apparently settled. But at 
12 o’clock on the same day other Saréogis, who had in the 
meantime come to the spot, said that they would rather die than 
suffer the door to be closed, adding that they had always had 
the upper hand over the Thékurs of Kotla, and that it'would be 
a disgrace to them to ‘yield to the latter, especially when a 
woman was on the masnad. ‘On this, all the Saraogis, num- 
bering about 1,000, began throwing stones from the roofs of 
‘the teniple and the neighbouring houses on the Rani’s servants 
who were on the spot and firing’ sitskets at them. The con- 
sequence was that several of tle servants were very much 
burnt; and one. man of the Sardogis’ party was killed, after 
which’ the latter retired to their houses. On the news of the 
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aftray being conveyed to the police, the Thanad&r went to 
the scene to make inquiries, and arrested the R&ni’s servants 
who were on thespot. The next day the Police Superintend- 
ent took down the depositions of the Saréogis, without giving 
any opportunity to the Rani’s servants to have their say, and 
submitted his report, which was of course in favour of the 
Saréogis, to the Magistrate, who released the Sardogis on bail, 
and without making a full investigation committed the case to 
the Sessions Judge. The Judge on the mere evidence of the 
Thanadér of Farra and two. constables, whose improper pro- 
cedure has just been mentioned, and the statements. of the two 
ahirs and the two chamars with whose assistance the door in 
dispute was afterwards closed, found all the Rani’s servants, 
with the exception of Randhir Singh, guilty, although from 
the cross-examination of the witnesses, conducted by the 
Judge and the Rani’s counsel, their innocence was fully esta- 
blished. Two men, Shaikh'Muhammad Ali and Lala Bansi- 
dhar, who were not in Farra when the disturbance took place, 
were sentenced to six months’ imprisonment and a fine of 
Rs, 200 each ; three to one:and a half years’, and sixteen to 
one year’s imprisonment each; while the Sardogis, who were 
the real offenders and the sole cause of the disturbance, were 


all acquitted. The writer considers this sentence extremely 
unjust. 


The Benares Akhbdr of the 3rd September invites atten- 
tion to the practice of posting Musalm&n thanadérs and 
constables in Hinda temples of worship, such as the shrine of 
the goddess at Vindhy&chal (Mirzapur). The editor says 
that he knows that such is the case from the letter of a cor 
respondent, dated 23rd August, published in this paper, who 
paid a visit to the shrine in the month of Shrdvan, when he 
saw Musalman thanaddrs and constables ‘standing inside the 
temple, touching everything that was brought into it, and 10 
other ways also profaning the sanctity of the place. 
A correspondent of the Ash-ul-Akhbér of the same date 
blames Mr, Greenwood, Extra Assistant Commissioner of 
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Jini, for injustice in a case, the particulars of which are 
these :—Certain weighmen brought an action against Bihari, 
patwari and lambardar of Moth, in the Court of the Extra 
Assistant Commissioner, charging the latter with having ex- 
acted Rs. 30 from them last year before allowing them to 
_ pursue their calling. The officer on the mere statement of 
the complainants decided the case to be one of extortion, and 
- issued a warrant for the apprehension of the defendant. The 
latter on becoming aware of this immediately presented him- 
self at Court; but finding that the Extra Assistant. Commis- 
sioner when he investigated the case did not record the deposi- 
tions of his witnesses as they were given, and that he was 
prejudiced against him, he had an application submitted to 
the Commissioner praying for the transfer of the case to 
some other Court. The Commissioner ordered the petitioner 
to apply to the Deputy Commissioner, but on being told. that 
that officer had gone to Mau R&nipur, and that pending his 
return the Extra Assistant Commissioner would decide the 
case, and would probably pass a heavy sentence on the defend- 
ant, directed them to.submit the application to him the next 
day. Mr. Greenwood on becoming aware of all this held 
court at 9 a.m. that day, and passing the sentence of one 
month’s rigorous imprisonment on the defendant, against 
which there could be no appeal, returned to his bungalow. 


The writer hopes the Commissioner, who is already aware 
of the Extra Assistant Commissioner’s conduct in the case, 
will take due notice of the. same and submit a report to 
Government, | 


The Taj-ul- Ahkhbdér of the same date, in an article contri- 
buted by a correspondent, praises Sir George Couper for tak- 
ing an active interest in the welfare of the inhabitants of 
Oudh. It was through his exertions that the Sardha canal 
project was abandoned in deference to the interests of the 
people; and he has recently passed an order restricting the 
appointment to many official posts to natives of QOudh. The 
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Chief Commissioner has further been pleased to promote Réi 
Naravan D&s, Extra Assistant Commissioner, to the Judgeship 
of the Small Cause Court in succession: to-a European officer, 
and to appoint Pandit Kali Sahai: te saeeeed Mr. Forbes as 
Superintendent of the Court of Wands... 

The editor goes on-to say that hitherto appointments in 
Oudh have, as a rule, been conferred chiefly on outsiders, 
For instance, of the large number of men who were employed 
in the Settlement Department, which lasted for fourteen years, 
scarcely one-half were natives of the province, and the few 
who were appointed for the most part held inferior posts. So, 
also, almost all the higher offices in the Civil Service, such as __ 
Extra Assistant Commissionerships, are held by the inhabi- 
tants of the North-Western Provinces, only one ur two of 
the 39 Extra Assistant Commissioners being 1 natives of Oudh. 
All appointments i in the Rail way and other Departments also 
are monopolized by Ben gli B&bis. He expresses a hope 
that this state of things will no longer be ‘per mitted to con- 
tinue, and that Sir George Couper will see that his order for 
the exclusive employment of the inhabitants of Oudh in that 
province is strictly carried out. This wil} enable the latter to 
emerge from the state of poverty in which they have been 


living since the introduction of English rule into the pro- 
vince. 


The Aligarh Institute Gazette of thie Ath Sapbomber has 
an. article: headed. “An Invidious Distinction,” contributed 
by. a correspondent.. The purport is that while separate 
privies have been provided by Government for the European 
heads of .the public offices situated in the new civil lines in 
Allahabad, there is only one privy for the use of a large num- 
ber of natives employed in five or six offices held in one build- 
ing. The writer adds that the word “Natives” in this instance 
includes all heads, assistants, clerks, peons, and pankha ¢éoolies 
alike, drawing a salary of from Rs. 500 to Rs. 3 per mensem. 
This one privy is frequented throughout the office hours by 
avery large number of persons, and consequently is’ in: an 
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extremély offensivednd unhealthy state. It-may: be imagined 
how distasteful it must be-to.a high native official to! be cont 
pelled te resort to the same place as pankha coolies and sdises. 


The writer more particularly speaks of the privy belong- 
ing to the building’ in which the offices of the Sadr Board of 
Revenue, the Inspector-Géneral of Prisons, the Director of 
Public Instruction, &., are held; and he remarks: that, if 
Government is not prepared to look so carefully. to the conve- 
nience of: native employés as it does to that of European 
officers, it should at least provide three latrines in connection 
with each building, one for high native officers, one for 
clerks, and one for menial servants,. instead of assi gnin a onl y 
one for all, high and low. 


A correspondent of the Lawrenee Gavette of the same date, 
writing from Ghazipur, notices the distress brought on the 
people of Baliya by the recent flood of the Ganges. About 
three-fourths of the town has been cut away by the encroach- 
ments of the river, and a large number of its inhabitants 
have been compelled: to seek “shelter elsewhere. To make 
matters worse, cholera has also made its appearance in the town. 
In the writer’s opinion, the distress brought on Baliya is in no 
way inferior to that from which the Jaunpur city suffered 
last year under similar circu mstances. 


The Lauh-i-Mahfiz of the s: same date, ic in an meditorial, dwells 
on the improper conduct of officers of some..of the higher 
Courts. .Many of these officers are in the habit of: upholding 
or reversing the decisions of their subordinates, according as 
they are on friendly or unfriendly terms with the latter; while 
some always uphold the decisions of the Court. of first in- 
stance, either because they are indifferent in the matter or do 
not like to take the trouble of going through the tedious 
records of cases. ' Then, again, some officers merely follow the 
views of their sarishtadars, and -base. their decisions entirely 
on their opinion and adviee; while some are governed bythe 
see, some by the Deputy- ‘Collector, some by the Kotwal, 
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and so on; and some allow too much inflaence to their order- 
lies and khaéns4mans, snd lend a. willing ear to all they Bay. 


The reasons why these subordinates: gain much influence over 
their superior officers are the following :— 


(a.) The idleness or unfitness of the officers. 
(b.) The assistance rendered by- the subordinates. to the 
officers by lending money or in other ways. 


(c.) Their bein g useful to the omicers as. caterers for their 
pleasures. 


The mischievous consequences — ting from this state of 
_ things are manifest, and it is high time that the attention of 
Government be directed to these crying abuses. 


The Akhbar-t-Alaim.of the same date notices approvingly 
tho remark made by the Secretary of State in sanctioning the © 
appointment of an additional Judge for the High Court, 
North-Western Provinces, as a temporary arrangement, viz., 
that it was pity that the Chief Justice should have left his 
head-quarters on a tour of inspection at atime when heavy 
arrears were pending in the Court, and that it was a question 
how far, such periodical visits of a Judge .who was: unac- 
quainted with the vernacular of the country could be’ useful; 
but observes that this remark of His Grace ‘is equally appli- 
cable to other officers of higher standing to whom the 
language of this country is quite foreign, and their tours of 
inspection equally useless and unprofitable as that of the Chief 
Justice. Unless officers are conversant with the language of 
the country and the manners and customs of its. inhabitants 
they are not, in the writer’s opinion, fit to govern. 


The same paper regrets to find that, in consequence of bad 
sanitary arrangements, fever has become very prevalent in 
_ Jubbulpore, and the number of deaths i is daily i increasing. 


In its local news column the same paper invites attention 
to the state of two of the roads of the Sadr Bazaér, Meerut, 
which are said to be much in want of repair, 
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A correspondent of the Hindu Prakdsh of the same date 
‘avites attention to the mischievous practice common among 
the sweepers in the Panjab of. killing - villagers’ cattle by 
giving them balls of poison to eat, and by pricking them with 
poisoned needles for the sake of their hides, and suggests tho 
following plan for putting a stop to the evil :-~ _ 


(a.) All deaths of cattle suspected to have been caused 
by poison in the aforesaid way should be reported to the 
police without loss of time through the lambardar and the 
chaukidar of the village, when the carcasses should be sub- 
jected to post-mortem examination, in order that the authorities 
may be fully aware of the actual state of things. 


(b.) Securities should be taken from all the sweepers in 
each village, through the lambardar, to refrain from these mis-~ 
chievous practices, 


(c.) The hides of the animals‘killed in the es above-~ 
mentioned shonld not be given to sweepers. — 


The writer also notices another bad practice acme in 
the province, of setting fire to harvested crops, and as a pre- 
ventive against it suggests that at every harvest season a 
proclamation should be made in each village that if any per- 


son causes loss to another by fire, the whole of the village will 
be held responsible for it. 


Another correspondent of the same paper says that police 
constables, while going from Gurdaspur to Batala, either on 
public duty or for some’ private business, forcibly take their 
seats on the hackney carriages and tkkas travelling on the road, 
which already contain more than the suthectned number of 
passengers, without paying any hire, and thus. not only com- 
mit a double offence, but encourage the owners of the convey- 
ances to disregard the provisions of the Act for the regulation 
of dak garis and practise cruelty towards their horses, com- 


plaints of which were noticed 1 in an article in a recent number 
of this paper. 


The Local Government should see to this. 
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A Ludhiana correspondent of the same paper mentions the 
breaking out of cholera and fever in that city, The writer 
attributes this to the bad sanitary state of the city, to which 
he invites the attention of the Municipal Committee. 


Under the heading “Sialkot,” the same paper notices the 
indecent practice of bathing naked in the tanks, said to be 
common among the women of that city; and remarks upon 
the desirability of adopting measures, similar to those made 
in Amritsar, Wazirabad, and other cities, for putting a stop 
to the abuse. 


A letter from a correspondent of the Koh-i-Nur of the 
Sth September eulogizes Rii Amin Chand, Judicial Assistant 
Commissioner of Ajmer, for unceasing attention in the dis- 
charge of the onerous duties of his office, and the able and 
business-like manner in which he performs his work. The 
amount’of work which‘falls to him may be judged from the 
fact that in a single month (July) 600 cases were brought up 
before him; while an idea of the way in which he performs 
it may be formed from this, that since January last up to this 
time that officer has decided as many as.3,000 cases. 


The writer takes this opportunity to contrast the industri- 
ous habits and tact of native with those of European officers. 
He has no hesitation in pronouncing that an able native official 
does much more work and displays much more perseverance 
and zeal in its discharge than a European officer. 


The same paper learns from a correspondent at Multan 
that thefts are very prevalent in the villages there. 


Another correspondent of the same paper, writing from 
Agra, mentions the failure of Luchmi Nar&yan and Kanhaiyé 
Lal, the amount of liabilities being one lakh. The popular 


belief i is that the mahajans have ulterior motives for proclaim: 
ing their bankruptey. 
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An Amritsar correspondent of the same paper draws 
attention to the extortions practised on the people by license- 
holders of stamp papers. They are said to exact an additional 
half-anna from those who purchase even a two-anna or four- 
anna stamp, and to practise a similar-extortion on purchasers 


of stamped envelopes. — 
The writer also blames the Municipal Committee of that 
city for unnecessarily involving poor people in distress by 
causing their houses, which only need repair, to be pulled down. 
Under the heading “ Dera Ism4il Khan,” the same paper 
says that the frontier thieves pursue their lawless career with 
great daring, and apparently with impunity. A party of them 
recently committed theft in a Hindw’s house with drawn swords, 
and before leaving it severely wounded fiveor six of the inmates, 
one of whom died on the spot: also the dead body of a man 
was found suspended to a tree in the jungle close by, of which 
offence these robbers are supposed to be the perpetrators. 


The Rohilkhand Akhbdr of the same date learns from a 
correspondent at Roorkee that Raja Raghubar Singh of 
Landhaura, particulars of whose case have already been men- 
tioned in the Selections, and who was recently sentenced by the 
Magistrate of Saharanpur to six months’ rigorous imprison- 
ment, has been released on giving security to the amount of 
Rs. 2,000, furnished by the Gujars of the State, who are said 
to intend preferring an appeal to the High Court. 


The Niir-ul-Anwar publishes the following further parti- 
culars of the same case, communicated by a correspondent :— 


On the 6th August the Magistrate summoned the Raja to 
his Court, and told him that he appeared to him to be a vaga- 
bond, and that he must either prove himself otherwise and 
furnish security, or in default submit to six months’ rigorous 
imprisonment. On the 7th August about 1,000 men waited 
at the gate of the fort in which the Raja was confined and 
prayed to be permitted to see him. On this, five leading and 
respectable zamindars of the number were admitted into the 


ee 


fort, who, notwithstanding that the Raja was mixed up among 
a number of prisoners. arranged i in six rows, and was dressed 
like a prisoner, at once recognized him, and prayed for his 
release, promising to furnish the security called for. The 
Magistrate assured them that the Raja would be released on 
the 11th August, but when that day came he gave them an 
evasive reply, and did not release the Raja. On the 14th 
August they submitted another petition, which that officer tore 
up. On this the zamind4rs sent for a barrister from Allaha- 
bad, who remonstrated with the Magistrate on the impro- 
“priety of the course adopted by him. The Magistrate told him 
that he would give a decisive answer after two days, on receiyv- 

ing orders from Government. On the 20th Angust the bar- 
rister again called on the Magistrate and inquired why the 
Réja had not been released up to that time. The Magistrate 
replied that the Raja had been released by him at 9 P. M. on 
the 14th August, and that he did not know what had become 


of him. Itis reported that the Magistrate has been influenced 
by the Raja’s enemies. 


The Tdj-ul Akhbdr of the same date commends the case 
of. Lala Devi Dinya, mahajan of Sandila (Lucknow), to the 
favourable consideration of Government. The particulars are 
these :—In 1866 Raja Dhanpat Rai, talukd4r of Siroyon (Bara 
Gfon), mortgaged Mauza Siroyon to the mahajan for Rs. 3,501, 
and the deed of mortgage was duly registered. Unfortunately 
for the mortgagee, before the mortgage money had been 
recovered the ildéka was placed under the management of the 


Court of Wards, in consequence of which the mahajan has 
been deprived of his rights. 


A correspondent of the Oudh Akhbér of the 8th September, 
writing from Benares, estimates the number of houses des- 
troyed by the recent heavy rains and floods in that city as 
very large, and the number of persons killed.at 200. 

The same paper thinks it-a bad policy to collect the 
Government jama from.the zamindérs when. through some 
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prov ‘idential calamity the produce of their land has been des- 
troyed. In the editor’s opinion, it is preper for Government 
to remit the jama in such cases. ,

POLITICAL (FOREIGN). 


A correspondent of the Vritt Dhdrd of the 31st August 
complains of the bad state of the road of the Gh&tabilod, a 
place seven kos from Dhar. Persons ne on the road 
are often seriously hurt. 


A Dhaulpur correspondent of the sith l-Akhbdr of the 
8rd September mentions the destruction of a large number — 
of houses in that State by the recent heavy rain. ‘Thefts are 
also said to be frequent in thé State. Only recently a tra- 
veller, a baniya, was plundered in a village and beaten till he 
died. sree 
The Hindé / rakdsh of the same date publishes a peti tion 
from the subjects of K éshmir to that Government urging 
their claims to employment in the silk manufactures, forests, 
mahdls, &., in preference to those of foreigners, by whom all 
appolitanind in those departments are now exclusively held, 
although competent persons’ for filling the same could easily 
be found among the natives of K4shmir. 


The Koh-i- Nur of the 5th September states, on ths autho- 
rity of ‘a correspondent, that the Indaur Government has 
raised the duty on carts carrying cloth from Rs. 5 to Rs. 25 
per cent., in corisequence of which the trade in cloth has been 
interr upted, The writer condemns the measure. 

COMMERCIAL. 
(Railways.) 


The Agra Akibéer of the 30th August notices the follow- 
ing Wri soreeah in connection with the Oudh and Rohilkhand 


(2.) In general only one passenger train runs on this 
tallway in the course of the 24 hours, which is a source of 
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great inconvenience to passengers, and causes loss to the 
Company besides, as many of the passengers, who have to 
travel only as far as two or three stations, are obliged 
to resort to other means of conveyance. If the Company 
cannot manage to run two passenger trains during the day 


and night, it would do well to add a few passenger carriages 
to each goods train. 


(b.) The railway peons at most stations, in order to 
extort something from passengers, subject them to un- 
necessary trouble and hardship by causing their luggage, 


which does not exceed the weight allowed to be carried free, 
to be weighed and charged for. 


(c.) The houses built at the stations for the accommoda- 
tion of native passengers of higher ranks are appropriated 
by the servants of the Company for their own use, on the 
plea that houses for their residenee are not ready yet. 


(d,) At some stations no private telegram received after 
9 o’clock at night can be sent till 6 in the morning, in 
consequence of which, in places where a Government Tele- 
graph Office does not exist, the people have to suffer great 
inconvenience. The Company should make arrangements, 


at the principal stations at least, by which the people may 
be able to send messages at any time. 


(e.) The railway servants when collecting tickets treat 
respectable native passengers having 1st and 2nd olass tickets 
in the same rude way as passengers of the lower class. 


EDUCATIONAL. 


_ The Benares Akhbér of the 3rd September commends the 
case of Munshi Devi Sahai, Sub-Deputy Inspector of Schools, 
Ghazipur, to the favourable consideration of Government. He 
has all along distinguished himself by his. good kdrguedri, 
which is Proved from the fact’ that in the written Verna- 
cular Middle-Clags Examination held in 1872 and 1873 


oS 


Ghazipur passed thirteen and eight boys respectively, wha all 
belonged to, the schools in this official’s circuit. Notwith- 
standing all this, while the Deputy Inspector and the teachers 
have received promotion, the claims of. the Sub-Deputy In- 
spector, to whose exertions the success in question was chiefly 


due, have been wholly neglected. 


The writer hopes Government will give the Sub-Deputy 
Inspector suitable promotion, and would further suggest 
that after being promoted he should be transferred to Baliya, 
where the schools are in a very backward state. 


The Akhbdr-t-Anjuman-i-Panjdb of the 4th September 
publishes the proceedings of a meeting of the Anjuman recent- 
ly established in Kasur in the Lahore district, which was held 
on the 20th August, and at which the Officiating Deputy 
Commissioner of Lahore was also present. This officer ex- 
pressed his satisfaction with the way in which the manage- 
ment of the Anjuman was conducted, and especially with the 
proposal of the members to establish a public library in con- 
nection with the Nociety, which will contain English and 
Vernacular works of all kinds, law books, &c., as well as an 
Industrial Arts School. 


A correspondent of the Lawrence Gazette of the same date 
remarks that, now that the difference of opinion existing 
between Saiyid Ahmad Khan, 0. S.I., and the Musalman 
gentry in matters relating to the ic em Anglo-Orien- 
tal University has ceased to exist, it seems proper that the 
question of the locality of the University should also be 
amicably settled. The popular opinion is in favour of Dehli, 
which the writer thinks will be the most appropriate place for 
the institution, Besides many other advantages, a handsome 
grant will be forthcoming from the Itiméd-ud-daula Kindow- 
ment Fund of Rs. 1,75,000, which is deposited with Govern- 
ment, and the proceeds from which, according to the donor’s 
Will, are to be spent in the education of the Musalmans of 
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Dehli. The writer adds that the claim urged for the estab. 
lishment of the University in the North-Western Provinces 
falls to the ground, when it is remembered that the Panjab 
has paid as much in subscriptions towards its aid as the 
North-West.

| The Muragqa-i-Tahzib of the 1st September publishes 
- from the Khair-Khwah-i- Panjab an article on Hindustanis, 
which runs thus :— 


Every newspaper is full of taunts and invectives against 
the natives of India; blames and reproaches are hurled at 
them on all sides; and they are the object of ridicule and 
scorn in the eyes of all. Some say they are wanting in in- 
telligence and good manners ; others blame them for being 
devoid of knowledge and ability, and not exerting themselves 
in the pursuit of learning ; while others, again, reproach them 
for founding no schools, dispensaries, and the like institutions 
of public utility, and call them by sobriquets such as ‘ nigger.’ 
All these imputations, if carefully. examined, will appear to 
be unsupported, and not to be in any way applicable to them. 


With reference to the first charge, the writer asks his 
reader to glance at the manners and habits of those who 
are supposed to be foremost in intelligence and morality. 
They. wear coats, smoke cigars, walk bare-headed in public 
streets, are addicted to drinking, and indulge in other bad habits 
and practices. Is all this a proof of civilization and refine- 
ment, and is it because natives hate such habits and manners 
that they are called uncivilized? Then, again, while 
dancing and singing are considered as meritorious accom- 
plishments in European princes, native nobles who indulge 
in those practices are made the object of. public scandal. The 
_ Emperor of Russia may dance in a public assembly without 
being laughed at, while Wajid Ali Sh&h has been made the 
butt of ridicule and contempt for being fond of the same 


aie nay, has been deprived of his throne and king tie 
or it, 
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As to the second charge, it is a well known fact that fronr 
the earliest ages-India has produced thousands of able. and — 
learned men, who have written excellent works on all kinds 
of literary and scientific. subjects. Even now such men are 
not wanting in the country, though for want of: appreciation 
and patronage they are kept in the background :— 

Full many a. gem'of purest ray serene, 
The dark unfathom’d caves of ocean bear ; 


Fall many a flower is born to blush unseen, 
And waste its sweetness on the desert air.’* 


The third charge, viz., that native nobles establish no. 
schools, dispensaries, &c., is accounted for by the general 
poverty and distress in which the people are now involved. 
Their incomes are scarcely sufficient to: cover their expenses, 
and they are burdened with many and heavy taxes. Much of 
the wealth and resources of the country, which were formerly 
all spent in it, now leave India, and: all the higher offices in the 
public service are’ in the exclusive possession of Europeans. 
Under such circumstances, it is foolish to blame natives 
for | founding no institutions of public utility. 
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
